A Serious Crime Alleged. 


Arson Charged Against an Old Allen Settle- 
meat Residest.

Settlement. Madoc township. A war- 
rant was issued for McKnight. and a 
large number of witnesses summoned.

anonymous notices bare on birch-}. 


bark and paper and fastened to his 
door-yard fence during the night time. 
the last one found on the morning of 
the fire. These letters demanded redress 
of wrongs done several parties, but par- 
ticularly McKnight. The evidence| ’ 
went to show that the night of the fire 
McKnight was at Bannockburn about 
iL o'clock, and was at Duggan's in 
Allen Settlement, he says, at between 
12 and 1 o'clock. Duggan’s knew he 
came there, but could not say as to 
time of night. . He remained until 
morning staying to breakfast. The 
distance from Dugean’s to Bacon's 
is about four and a half miles, from 
Bannockburn to Duggan’s about five 
miles, from Bannockburn to Dugean’s 
vie Bacori's would be ten or eleven 
miles. It had been rumored that a 
party at Bannockburn saw McKnight 
going south towards Bacon's, and an- 
other party saw him at MoCoy’s Cor- 
ners within a couple of miles of Bacon's 
between 12 and 1 o’clock, On examina- 
tion of the witnesses this was not con- 
firmed. Asa matter of tact the witness 
Hinds, who stated as to the time he 
saw somebody at 12 or 1 near 
McCoy's s, afterwards under the cross 
examination of Moore admitted it 
might not have been later than between 
10 and. 11, and the party he saw was 
not McKnizht. The fire took place be- 
tween one and two, so Bacon said. As 
to the letters Bacon felt sure they were 
in the handwriting of McKnight as 
tested by signatures to papers he had 
in reference tocertain business matters. 
Detective peg thought they were 
similar, D. O'Flynn, Esg.. after 
og es did not think, in answer 
Mr. Wood's question, that he would 
x warranted in — the writing 
was the same. This last evidence 
seemed pretty correct as grounds of 
com m were based on signatures of 
MckKuight, not on letters. 

The agistrate said for himself he 
was not satisfied that a sufficient case 
had been made out to warrant his de- 
priving McKnight of his liberty. He 
said the man who could deliberately 
fire his neighbor's barns for reyenge 
was not only a bad man but a danger- 
ous one, and he felt the stigma would 
be 80 great that it was his duty to be 
specially careful, He would congult 
the County Crown Attorney. Me- 
Knight was released from custody on 
his own surety to appear on Thursday, 
August 8rd, or sooner ifcalledon. We 
have learned since the case against Me- 
Kright has been dismissed.

Artificial Coal. 


A German's Startling Anyention — Claims 
Manifold Superiorities for His Product. 


During the past year or two peat coal 
hasbeen manufactured at Picton, Lind- 
say and some other places in Ontario. 
It is simply a peculiar kind of swampy 
earth, dried, powdered,and then pressed 
into bricks, ready for the fire. It is 
claimed to be much cheaper and even 
better than coal. The following article 
will be interesting, as bearing on the 
same subject :~ 


Berlin, Aug. 6.—Herr Montag, of 
Mannheim, the inventor of artificial 
coal, when applied to for particulars in 
regard to his fuel, said :—‘‘l have taken 
out patents in seyenteen countries. 
Until all the formalities are completed 
I can make none of the particulars in 
regard to the ingredients public. I 
may say that from the point of view of 
hygiene the artificial coal is preferable 
to. the ordinary coal, as it does not de- 
velop any poisonous gases and creates 
little soot. It leayes no slag and only 
a small amount of ashes, resembling 
wood or cigar ashes. There is no dan- 

r of an explosion or conflagration. 

his fuel is com of from 92 to 04 
per cent. of ordinary earth, and from 6 
to 8 per cent. of chemical ingredients. 
It ig cheaper and betterthan coal. An 
piece of land, even if unfit for agricul- 
ture, can used for producing the 
fuel.

INCREASE OF POPULATION, 
Sow the Ditterent Conntrtes Have Increas- 
ed Since the Begtnning of the Contury. 

Some interesting statistics in re 
gard to the imcrease of population 
have just been compiled by Sir Robert 
Giffon, a distinguished English expert 
om this subject. He shows that Eng- 
land now has possessions on all five 
continents, and that a quarter of the 
population of the entire earth is sub- 
ject to her suzerainty. The extent of 
territory owned by England amounts 
to 13,000,000 square miles, and on this 
immense treet is a population of 420,- 
000,000. During the last twenty-seven 

ears the English realm has increased 

y 2,834,000. square miles, and within 
the same period 125,000,000 have been 
added to the population. 

Simoe 1871, the population of the 
United Kingdom—tngland, Scotland 
and Ireland—has increased from 8y,- 
000,000 to 40,000,000. , At the begin- 
ning of this century England, Scot- 
land and Ireland had a ee of 
11,000,000, and France of 26,000,000; yet 
to-day the propurtion of population in 
both countries is almost alike. Kus- 
sia bas increased her population by 
60,000,000, since 1870, the result being 
that she has now 4 total population 
of 130,000,000. Germany had a popula- 
tion of 20,000,000 at the beginning of 
this century ; now she has between 50,- 
000,000 and 60,000,000, of whom almost 
a quarter ie the result of the increase 
of births over deaths. Germany, toa, 
is making vast strides as a colonial 
Power, and her population in those 
distant sions already amounta to 
a considerable number.

The necessary by-law levying the 
above rate was duly passed, signed, 
sealed and numbered 163.

No effect was 
noticed on the clover or lucerne sown 
with the cereal, It is stated that a 
fifteen per cent solution of iron sulphate 
where it would be cheaper, may be sub- 
stituted for the copper sulphate. The 
cost of treatment where power-sprayin 
machines are used is given at approxi- 
mately two dollars per acre.

HOUSE OF ROMANOFF 
New Cearowits the Tad ef a Race That 
Sects Doomed te Metanchely Endtuga, 
The death of the Grand Duke 
George Alexandrovitch has all but ex- 
tinguished the Romanoffs of the more 
immediate male line. The heir to the 
throne is now the Grand Duke Michael 


n. | Atexandrovitch, the Czar's only sur- 


viving brother, who was born at St. 
Petersburg on December 4, 1878. He 
was educated for the army, and is Cok 
onel of the One Hundred and Tweanty- 
ninth Regiment of Infantry. 

The fates of the house of Romanoff 
have been none of the happiest. They 
came to the throne of Moscow in 1613, 
during the troubles of the Polish 
usurpation by Demetrius the Impostor. 


On the fall of Demetrius, whose re- | 


“mains were fired over the Kremlin 
battlements from a cannon pointed to 
ward Poland, Michael Romanoff, son 
of Feofor, the Metropolitan of Mog 
sow, was elected Ozar by an assembly 
of the estates. He was succeeded by 
his son Alexis, the correspondent of 
Charles I. of England and supporter 


{of Charles Il. Alexis’s oblef claim to 


remembrance, however, is the fact 
that he was the father of Peter the 
Great, the man who made Russia. A 
stormy succession followed until the 
advent of that Catherine, who has been 
moat unspeakably, yet most truthfully, 
described by Byron as “Catherine 
whom the world adores as greatest of 
all Bmpressea,” etc. 

Peter and Catherine lived miserably, 
aod at ‘dength the Empress had her 
husband assassinated, and the German

‘Alexander was succeeded by 
Paul's third som, Nicholas; Constan- 
tine, the second son, having married a 
Roman Catkolic and renounced bis 
claim. Nicholas fell by the hand of

whom died untimely, one by the as 
sassin'’s bomb, the other by disease. As

The operator 
then by a few skillful touches runs his 
needle through the.extreme edges of 
the eyelid between the epidermis and 
the.lower border of the cartilage of the 
tragus.

A Mr, Lawes, son of a 
missionary of that name, was killed 
after being shaken for a few moments 
by a tigress, which then left him. He 
died next day. In nearly all cases the 
bite penetrates to the lungs. This 
kind of a wound is characteriatic of the 
attacks of many of the felidae. Scarce- 
ly any bird recovers from a cat's bite 
for the same reason. The canine teeth 
are almost instantly driven through 
the lung, under the wing. The 
cheetah, which has a very small mouth, 
always bites through the black bucks, 
throat. The leopard, when seizing 
smaller animals, such as dogs, crushes 
the head; when attacking men it aims 
at biting through the lungs.

It consists simply of a hot vaper 
bath, repeated more or leas frequently, 


M. Buisson recommendi at least 
seven baths as desirable, if not eseen- 
tial, to a complete cure. The theory 


is that the poisonous matter absorbed 
into the system from the bite of a 
rabid dog is completely excreted by 
these baths. Dr. Buisson himself was 
bitten by a mad dog in 1826. He took 
vapor baths, and was never attacked 
with hydrophobia. In other cases of 
persons who had had a similar misfor- 


tune. Dr. Buisson has followed the 
same treatment with invariable sac. 
cose. 


In England and eleewhere, particyl. 
arly of late years, the same treatment 
has been applied and appears to have 
been equally effective. To say the 
least, we should expect it to be so. It 
is reasonable to believe that the pro- 
fuse perspiration caused by a vapor 
bath shoald completely excrete the 
poisonous element lodged in the patient 
by the teeth of the dog. Repeated

WITNESSES FOR DREYFUs. 

Mr. Roland Strong, an English news- 
Paper man, Was then called to the 
witness bar, and deposed to the fact 
that Major Court Esterhazy confessed 
to him that he wrote the famous bor. 
dereau. 

The next witness was M. Gobé@rt, an 
expert of the Benk of Wrance, the 
first man in France who declared in 
favor of Dreyfus. He reported, on 
examining the documenta, that Ester- 
hazy and sot Dreyfus wrote the bor. 

He was most emphatic in 
this. 

Answering questions of the judges,
